Republican Administration Lacking In Unity 


The first essential of a free press is the ability 
for publications to earn expenses without depending 
upon subsidies. The moment a newspaper is forced 
to accept a subsidy from a political party or a govern­ 
ment or a group of rich men for continued existence, 
then it ceases to be free. B^xcept in those c,ountries 
where the press depends upon advertising can it be 
politically and socially free, not because advertisers 
are idealists but because they cannot afford to mix 
their business with their product.

In fact, even 
Socialists wash their faces.

Also, they were members of a proud calling, im­ 
portant in the aifairs of the country and surprisingly 
unafraid. 
Their principal task was that of being a 
constant critic of the government. It was the news­ 
papers which performed many of the task s which 
Congressional committees do today. Unafraid, their 
reporters were out to catch the thieves in public office 
and it was newspaper editors and newspaper cartoon­ 
ists who exposed the sanctimonious stuffed-shirts who 
posed as saints and robbed the poor. Tom Nast and 
F 
B 
Opper, to mention two great names, served 
America as any soldier in the field. Lincoln Steffens, 
Charles Edward Russell, Upton Sinclair and dozens of 
other daring men freely ppok e their minds and saved 
human beings and the country. 
That was a wholesome function of the press and 
still is, but to maintain this strong position the press 
must be financiaUy independent. 
It must be able to 
say to an advertiser that if he does not care for the 
way the paper is managed, he can tak e his wares else­ 
where. It must be possible for newspaper editors and 
publishers to avoid entangling friendships. 
It means 
that each newspaper group is a fraternity of men who 
respect each other’s integrity and work for something 
more than their money pay. 
If American newspapers do not seem to be as 
courageous as they used to be, there are reasons and 
the reasons are not far to seek ; 
1. The cost of operations of a newspaper has gone 
up beyond reason, principally because of labor costs 
and the cost of paper. Labor costs rise as the press is 
increasingly proletarized by labor unions which now 
dominate the work ing staff in all departments, includ­ 
ing the editorial. 
Also, it has become increasingly 
difficult to fire employes which means that dead-heads 
can continue to hold positions not because of ability but 
because of union protection. One of the most severe 
difficulties of current newspaper management is the 
inability of management to tell a reporter to go to 
some other newspaper where his wares would be more 
welcome. 


Perha ps tha t is why there a re no newspa per 
writers o f the brillia nce o f Edg a r Alla n Po e a nd 
I 
O. Henry who did find edito ria l refug e in the o ld 
“ New Yo rk Sun.” To da y , such men wo uld ta ke 
their unio n pa y . wo rk 4 0 ho urs a week o n a news­ 
pa per a nd spend the rest o f the da y being a press 
a g ent fo r so me resta ura nt o r a presumptiv e sta r.

Another difficulty is government censorship of 
news. Were there no columnists, daring, not afraid 
to be called liars, government officials would find ways 
of so manipulating the news as to mak e all publica­ 
tions, newspapers, magazines, radio and TV, creatures 
of government press agents. The columnists still break 
through this very tight band which the government 
has set about the truth. This difficulty arises out of 
the permanent war during which government officials 
tak e advantage of public nervousness to protect their 
own errors and their own lies. 
As long as this is possible, the danger is that the 
press loses its social value as the protector of the 
people.

•Japan has proved that it is a democracy in 
fact as well as in name in the past few weeks. 
It has done so in some eyebrow-raising ways— 
with fists, words, placards, parades and strikes. 
And the issue so vigorously fought in the name 
of democracy will probably have to prevail 
sooner or later anyway. But for now democracy 
prevails. 
Involved was a government-sponsored bill to 
give the police considerably increased authority 
over the 
people. Opposed to Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Rishi and 
his ruling Democratic- 
Liberal Party were organized labor, the press 
and a large segment of the articulate public. 
The government 
insisted 
it must 
have 
it Tonger police powers to combat 
the rising 
crime rate, particularly among teen-age gangs. 
But many Japanese could bitterly recall the 
days before the defeat of Japan when the police 
controlled 
not only their actions 
but their 
thoughts. 
A Japanese who stopped 
to ask a 
policeman directions had to take off his hat, bow 
and stand at attention. 
The Japanese didn't want that again. 
Objective observers, including the foreign 
press, don t think liberty as such was at stake. 
And they suspect that the government will even­ 
tually get what it wants, because it must have it 
to protect life and property. 
But the battle inside and outside the Japa­ 
nese Diet (parliament) 
showed 
that public 
opinion does count in Japan. All concede that it 
was public opinion and not leftwing labor that 
defeated the police bill. 
The public showed itself as more democratic- 
minded than its leaders suspected. And public 
and press were shown as willing to fight for 
their liberties. 
Democracy is still a tender plant in Japan 
and its future is by no means assured. But the 
country is far from the autocratic state it was 
only 13 years ago.

The Free Press 


The first essential of a free press is the ability 
for publications to earn expenses without depending 
upon subsidies. The moment a newspaper is forced 
* to accept a subsidy from a political party or a govern- 
^ ment or a group of rich men for continued existence, 
then it ceases to be free. Except in those countries 
where the press depends upon advertising can it be 
politically and socially free, not because advertisers 
are idealists but because they cannot afford to mix 
their business with their product. Just as many Demo­ 
crats use soap as Republicans and just as Yfiany Re­ 
publicans use automobiles as Democrats. In fact, even 
Socialists wash their faces. 


Thus, the logic of the situation rather than the 


virtue either of the advertiser or the newspaper 
publisher has kept our press siagularly free of out­ 
ride control. The great editors of the 19th and early 
20th centuries, before the press fared radio and TV 
rompetition, William 
Randolph Hearst. 
JMeph 


Pulitzer, William Allen White. Henry Watterson and 
I could list dozens of others, would Just as soon 
tell a heavy advertiser to Jump into a lake as to 
take his check. They were men of singular inde­ 
pendence and ran their newspapers as they chose 
without regard for official approval or social 
relationships. 


Also, they were members of a proud calling, im­ 
portant in the alf airs of the country and surprisingly 
unafraid 
Their principal task was that of being a 
constant critic of the government 
It was the news­ 
papers which performed many of the tasks which 
Congressional committees do today. Unafraid, their 
reporters were out to catch the thieves in public office 
and it was newspaper editors and newspaper cartoon­ 
ists who exposed the sanctimonious stuffed-shirts who 
posed as saints and robbed the poor. Tom Mast and 
F. B Opper. to mention two great names, served 
America as any soldier in the field. Lincoln Steffens, 
Charles Edward Russell, Upton Sinclair and dozens of 
other daring men freely ppoke their minds and saved 
human beings and the country. 
That was a wholesome function of the press and 
still is. but to maintain this strong position the press 
must be financially independent. It must be able to 
say to an advertiser that if he does not care for the 
way the paper is managed, he can take his wares else­ 
where. It must be possible for newspaper editors and 
publishers to avoid entangling friendships. 
It means 
that each newspaper group is a fraternity of men who 
respect each other s integrity and work for something 
more than their money pay. 
lf American newspapers do not seem to be as 
courageous as they used to be. there are reasons and 
the reasons are not far to seek: 
1. The cost of operations of a newspaper has gone 
up beyond reason, principally because of labor costs 
and the cost of paper. Labor costs rise as the press is 
increasingly proletarized by labor unions which now 
dominate the working staff in all departments, includ­ 
ing the editorial. 
Also, it has become increasingly 
difficult to fire employes which means that dead heads 
can continue to hold positions not because of ability but 
because of union protection. One of the most severe 
difficulties of current newspaper management is the 
inability of management to tell a reporter to go to 
some other newspaper where his wares would be more 
welcome. 


Perhaps thai is why there are no newspaper 


writers of the brilliance of Edgar Allan Poe and 
J 
O. Henry who did find editorial refuge in the old 
“ New York Sun.” Today, such men would take 
their union pay. work 40 hours a week on a news­ 
paper and spend the rest of the day being a press 
agent for some restaurant or a presumptive star. 


2. Another difficulty is government censorship of 
news. Were there no columnists, daring, not afraid 
to be called liars, government officials would find ways 
of so manipulating the news as to make all publica­ 
tions, newspapers, magazines, radio and TV. creatures 
of government press agents. The columnists still break 
through this very tight band which the government 
has set about the truth. This difficulty arises out of 
the permanent war during which government officials 
take advantage of public nervousness to protect their 
own errors and their own lies. 
As long as this is possible, the danger is that the 
press loses its social value as the protector of the 
people.

Republican Administration Lacking In Unity 


WASHINGTON - What the Re­ 
publican 
Administration 
needs 
more than anything else nowa­ 
days is some .serious deliberation 
on how to maintain unity within 
its own ranks — .starting with 
the Cabinet itself. For. unless the 
top men of the Administration 
have a clear idea of what alien­ 
ates large segments of Republi­ 
can 
voters, 
the 
I960 
election 
might as well be written off as 
a hopeless proposition for the Re­ 
publican Party. 
Three 
instances 
of 
lack 
of 
teamwork and of understanding 
of public .sentiment can be cited 
They involve Attorney General 
William P. Rogers. Secretary of 
Health. Education, and Welfare 
Arthur Flemming, and Secretary 
of Labor James P Mitchell — 
all able and honorable men 
The Attorney general made a 
speech the other day which arous­ 
ed the ire of many Northern Re­ 
publicans. He may not have in­ 
tended it as a threat of govern­ 
mental blackmail, but it hardly 
behooves the head of the Depart­ 
ment of Justice — which 
is 
charged only with law enforce­ 
ment — to be issuing veiled warn­ 
ings that the national government 
might withhold certain “ favors.” 
such as the location or expansion 
of federal facilities, from areas 
where there are “ community ten­ 
sions resulting from racial preju­ 
dices." The Department is sup­ 
posed to win its cases in court, 
not on the stump 
To exploit fears of loss of in­ 
dustrial development by certain 
states on account of the school 
“ integration” controversy is to 
add fuel to the flames. Theoretic­ 
ally, it is the Southern vote — 
forfeited 
by 
the 
Republicans, 
anyhow — which is affected, but 
actually there is a substantial 
number of Republicans outside 
the South who are deeply con­ 
cerned about the Administration s 
use of military force in the South. 
A poll taken by a reputable and 
unbiased organization during the 
recent political campaign in Cali­ 
fornia showed that “ integration” 
was the top issue with the voters 
in that state. This means there
